TTLER, Minn.—Between 30 and 


35 persons were killed and more than 
100 injured by the tornado which 
struck Tyler snout 10 o'clock ,last 
night and tore the town to pieces • in 
a twinkling. 
Twenty-seven bodies 


have been identified. 


The tornado tore'through the heart 


of the town, sjuring only on build- 
ing, 
a motion picture theater, in 


which 200 persons were sheltered. 
The greatest loss of- life was in a 
restaurant. 
Eighteen persons were 


in the place when the brick walls 
collapsed. 
Sixteen were killed and 


the other two were seriously injured. 


Persons eris;aged in rescue work 


said th*t 125 .injured victims ,was a 
conservative. «.stimate. . In addition 
to the businesii place's," 40 residences, 
the hospital, filectric light plant and 
other bui'dlngs were destroyed. The 
storm raged until 11:26 p. m. and 
do:»ns of victims were pinioned un 
der debris for two or three hours be- 
fore rescue. 


.Thi tornado roared into the city 


from the east. 
Roofs were ripped 


from stores 
and houses, crashing 


glass whistled through the streets 
and falling walls re-echoed to thun- 
der crashes before many residents 
realized what had happened. 


• Home guardsmen from Pipestone 
arrived here this morning and as- 
sisted in the rescua work. 
Many of 


the injured were r.moved to hospi- 
tals in neighboring cities. 
Physi- 


cians said they feared a number of 
the victims would not survive.

"It haa comjB to ray knowledge 


through a letter a'dtfressed to the 
Royal Prussian ministry of war that 
men on leave nave spoken publicly 
of a revolution which li to break out 
after the war. 


"A soldier said-to hav* com* from 


the industrial region

EhenUh 


Westphalia, declared in a train that 
in his home district men were going 
on leave, taking weapons with them 
for the aforesaid object and that it 
was easy to take home German or 
ccptured revolvers as well as hand 
grenades separated into two parts 


"I desire that the clothing of me 


going on leave be searched as tes 
casea before their departure. It wi 
be possible to csrry this out at th 
baths and dressing stations. 


"I wish to impress upon all «nper 


ior officers who happen to hear sue 
objectiona] talk or who hear of i 
through others that they must dea 
with it at once and without hesita 
tion. The home authorities and th 
director of military railways hav 
been directed to take correspond^ 
measures." 


Another order just captured, bear 


ing the signature of the chief o 
staff of the Forty First infantry di 
vision reiterates that court martial 
have had various and an- increas 


number of cases where subordi 


nates emphatically refused to ac 
company their units into the lin 
and where the "superior officers hav 
neglected to enforce obedience b> 
failing to compel the cowards to g 
into the front line." Obedience in 
this respect, the order said, must be 
enforced even though it may be ne 
cessary to resort to force and th 
t of arm i.

go to the length of shooting a man 
as an extreme necessity. 


Another captured order dealt with 


the investigation where & German 
airplane was .shot down probably in 
mistake, by German troops, and th< 
occupants secretly 
buried.

worthy of the German army." 


In still another document Genera 
lUdendorff says there are conatan 
reports of German officers on leave 
dicing utterances that are calculate; 
:o awaken feelings of doubt as 'to 
German preparedness for "battle. He 
mentions an officer in Berlin who 
jaid that further offensives were im- 
possible on the western front be- 
,ause of the shortage of horses and 
iats. General Ludendorff warns of- 
"icers against spreading unfavorable 
rumors. He declares that it is re- 
markable that they never bring en- 
ouraging news homo from the front 
and adds that, it is "better to color 
he situation with a rosy hue than 
with black .paint."
